In  addition  to  this  course  of  the  investigation,  ''C_- 
it  is  believed  reasonable  to  reinterview  some  of  the 
suspects  when  it  is  deemed  advisable.  It  is  believed  this 
holds  some  promise  of  productivity  inasmuch  as  there  has 
been  dissension  among  some  of  the  suspects.
